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Annexation discussion continues 


Interlocal agreement 
approved by Clinton

The Clinton City Council had a 
lot on their agenda Monday night 
but it didn’t take long to get on 
the subject of annexation with the 
city hall packed to capacity with 
concerned county residents. 

Residents at the meeting 
questioned the economic viability of 


an annexation with such a high cost 
of extending city infrastructure such 
as gas, water, and sewage. 

Mayor Phyllis Campbell 
responded by stating that city 
utilities would not necessarily 
be extended immediately upon 
annexation, but actions will be taken 
upon request of residents to extend 
utilities. 

It was mentioned that many 
residents that live outside the 
Clinton city limits already have 
access to city utilities without 


paying city taxes. 

It was also mentioned by 
Rodney Eason that the Clinton 
Police Department also patrols 
subdivisions outside the city limits, 
so the residents don’t see that as a 
benefit of annexation, since they are 
already getting police coverage. 

“I didn’t want to bring this up,” 
Campbell said, “but that doesn’t 
have to be the case.” 

She assured that she was not 
threatening to restrict the police 
department to the city limits, but 


said the additional coverage does 
incur cost to the taxpayers of the 
City of Clinton. 

“The police could drive to the 
edge of the city limits, then turn 
around,” she said. 

Campbell and members of the 
council argued that while outlying 
residents may not live within the city 
limits of Clinton, they are still part 
of the community, and additional 
tax revenue would improve the city 
for everyone. 

Campbell discussed several ways 


the city could be improved by the 
additional tax revenue that would 
come with annexation. Specific 
projects cited included a city 
park, reconstructed sidewalks, a 
better funded and equipped police 
department, and more action to 
attend to dilapidated structures 
throughout the community. 

“These things take money,” she 
said. She mentioned that two years 
ago, the city was approved for a

HCEDA, Inc. 
to contribute to 
‘Work Ready’ 
program 

Naranjo appointed as 
newest board member

The Hickman County Economic 
Development Authority (HCEDA), 
Inc. board of directors held their 
quarterly meeting on Wednesday, 
April 29, and voted to contribute 
$2,500 toward WorkKeys testing, 
which is used to assess both an 
individual’s skills and skills of the 
overall workforce. 

As a result of this support, 
Hickman Countians can visit Judge/ 
Executive Kenny Wilson’s office 
between now and May 29, to pick up 
a testing voucher, which will allow 
the individual to take the Work Keys 
test at the Hickman County Adult 
Education Center at the industrial 
park on Highway 51 South. Without 
the voucher, the cost to take the test 
is about $22. 

Participants who take the test will 
receive a National Career Readiness 
Certificate (NCRC) that will confirm 
their scores for their current or future 
employers. The NCRC utilizes the 
three WorkKeys assessments to 
measure “real world” skills that 
employers believe are critical to 
job success. The three assessments 
include an individual’s ability to look 
up information, apply mathematics, 
and read for information. 

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Kenny Wilson was present at the 
meeting and informed the board that 
the county is about 50 to 60 percent 
through the Work Ready designation 
process. He said about 20 community 
businesses and organizations have 
submitted letters of support for the 
Work Ready program. 

The purpose of the Work Ready 
designation is to show prospective 
industries that the county has met 
several criteria that the Kentucky 
Workforce Investment Board has 
deemed necessary to facilitate 


economic growth and demonstrate 
a workforce capable of staffing 
industrial employers. 

The criteria include high school 
graduation rates. National Career 
Readiness Certificate holders, 
community commitment, educational 
attainment, soft skills development 
and Internet availability. 

Hickman County currently meets 
most of the criteria, such as graduation 
rate and Internet availability. Other 
criteria such as NCR Certificate 
holders and educational attainment 
are well on their way to being met in 
the near future. 

Along with the $2,500 for NCRC 
testing, the board also approved a 
resolution in support of the Work 
Ready program. 

During the meeting. Director Greg 
Pruitt reminded the board that with 
the absence of Tommy Roberts, who 
resigned from the board earlier this 
year, the board has a vacant seat. 
Pruitt said the board is set up to 
have representation from the City 
of Clinton, the Hickman County 
Fiscal Court, both local banks, and 
business owners in the community. 
Roberts was both a business owner 
and magistrate until this year, and 
Pruitt said that he would like to see 
the fiscal court represented on the 
board again, although it is not a 
requirement. 

He said he had spoken with 
Magistrate Kory Naranjo about 
potentially serving on the board, 
and that Naranjo had expressed 
willingness to serve on the board. 

Rick Canty said that his main 
concern was that the board needed 
a younger person to provide a fresh 
perspective on issues, and that 
Naranjo met that requirement. The

Columbus approves interlocal agreement

The city council of Columbus 
joined Clinton and many county 
civic organizations at their May 
meeting on Monday night by 
unanimously passing the Work Ready 
Communities Initiative resolution. 

A copy of Columbus Resolution 
2015-1 will join a sheaf of other 
documents to be submitted to the 
Kentucky Workforce Development 
Board. Judge-executive Kenny 
Wilson said on Monday night that 
he hopes to submit the gathered 


documents by the end of May and 
would expect to hear about its 
approval within another month’s 
time. 

“This (designation) makes 
Hickman County more attractive to 
potential employers than without it,” 
Columbus city attorney Mary Potter 
told the council members. The Work 
Ready designation identifies the skill 
sets of potential employees and helps 
to quantify those skills within the 
county. 

The council also approved without 
exception the interlocal agreement 


presented by Wilson on behalf of 
the fiscal court. “Your approval of 
this (agreement),” Wilson told the 
council, “gives us the legal capability 
of doing it (providing help to the city 
at its request) the right way.” 

Before the vote, council woman 
Sue Jones asked Wilson, “If a county 
worker in Columbus gets hurt, who’s 
responsible?” 

“You said it,” Wilson replied, 
“he’s a county worker, so the 
county’s responsible. And (with 
this agreement) we won’t be in 
your business, bothering you in 


any way unless you ask.” Wilson 
told the council that road work and 
emergency services, such as those 
provided during the past winter, 
would be the primary areas where 
the county would come to the aid of 
Columbus. 

The third item on the evening’s 
agenda was allocating funds for 
repairs to be made in the city hall 
building. Mayor Kay Ferguson said 
there has been a $100 donation 
toward the cost of materials, and 
added, “And I think we’ll be able to 
get more donations.” 


She told the council that John 
Lemons has a person with 300 hours 
of community service whom he 
recommended to help with the city 
hall work, and Dwayne Grimmitt, 
repair coordinator with Ingram Barge 
Company, said, “And the other help’s 
on me.” 

Grimmitt also volunteered to 
provide studs for the walls, saying, 
“The whole building needs to be 
gutted because there’s not much 
holding up the paneling right now.”

board voted unanimously to 
appoint Naranjo to the board’s 
vacant seat. 

During the meeting, Pruitt 
also announced to the board 
that the Purchase Regional 
Industrial Parks Board is 
paying $30,000 to be one 
of the primary sponsors of 
a event in June for German 
manufacturers who are 
planning to locate somewhere 
in the United States. He said 
that Hickman-Fulton Counties 
Economic Development 

Partnership (HCFCEDP) 
Director Eddie Crittendon will 
attend the event in Germany 
to speak with manufacturers 
about locating in the Fulton- 
Hickman County area. Pruitt 
and Crittendon are both on the 
Purchase Regional Industrial 
Parks board. 

Norma Pruitt, executive 
director of Kentucky Great 
River Region Organization 
(KYGRRO) spoke about some 
programs she was working 
on. She said she is working 
to have two exhibit panels 
placed at Columbus-Belmont 
State Park to identify the 
land and water routes for the 
Trail of Tears, and note the 
significance of Columbus 
being one of only three sites in 
the country where a land route 
and the water route cross. 

She also announced that 
she is working with National 
Geographic to have local 
businesses and restaurants 
placed on their tourism 
website, and working with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Transportation to have signs 
along the four corridors from 
1-24 to bring traffic to our 
region. 

Previously, Pruitt had 
given the board members a 
questionnaire asking them to 
rank their priorities in regards 
to local economic development. 
The board ranked facilitating 
entrepreneurship as their top 
priority, with industrial site 
research and development 
and marketing the former 
Damar College building 
to proyspective employers 
coming in a close second and 
third. 

The next meeting of the 
HCEDA board is scheduled 
for Wednesday, July 29.

WORK READY - City of Columbus joins the Work Ready effort 
of Flickman County at its May meeting on Monday night with a 
unanimous vote of the council members. Judge-executive Kenny 
Wilson attended the meeting and anticipates submitting the entire 
packet of documentation by the end of the month. 


City clerk Melissa Griffin 
was asked to get bids 
for termite treatment and 
materials to present at the 
June 1 council meeting, with 
Mayor Ferguson saying, “And 
I think we can decide about all 
this then.” 

In response to a question 
about delinquent property 
owners, attorney Mary Potter 
suggested that the council 
enforce Ordinance 2012-2 to 
allow her to send letters to 
those owners identified by the 
council, giving a period of 
time in which to comply, and 
turning non-compliant owners 
over to the county attorney 
after that time. 

“I have found that citing 
someone to criminal court, 
and not complying with this 

ordinance is_^breaking the 

law,” Potter said, “gets their 
attention. It’s a start.” 

Some of the conditions 
cited in the ordinance are 
accumulated rubbish, weeds 
and grass over one-foot tall, 
scrap metal and vehicles at the 
point of being a nuisance and 
a danger. Potter will use city 
letterhead to address those 
property owners named by the 
council. 

Potter also extended an 
invitation to the council to 
attend a May 12 dinner at 
the Cooperative Extension 
office at which the 8*-grade 
history club, sponsored by the 
Hickman County Historical 
Society, will present their 
research papers, saying that 
about half of the papers deal 
with Columbus and its history. 


Mayor Ferguson asked 
about interest in accepting for 
display at the city hall a 4x4- 
foot map of old Columbus 
from Columbus-Belmont 
State Park manager Cindy 
Lynch. Grimmitt will work 
with Lynch to see about 
preparing a display case for 
the map, which belonged 


to the late John S. Adams, 
long-time park manager. The 
display will be hung after 
interior work at city hall is 
complete. 

With no further business 
to conduct, the meeting 
was adjourned until June 1. 
Councilmember Ricky Vaughn 
was the only absent member. 


matching grant to take care 
of the sidewalks around town 
that were falling apart. 

“We got the matching grant, 
but we didn’t have the funds 
to match, so it fell through,” 
she said. 

The annexation discussion 
concluded with Campbell 
briefing residents on how 
to oppose a proposed 
annexation. She said that once 
an ordinance for annexation 
is drafted, approved by the 
council, and published, the 
annexation would go into 
effect in 60 days unless 51 
percent of those affected 
by the proposed annexation 
signed a petition against the 
annexation. It would then go 
to a ballot vote of all those 
affected. 

The city council has not 
yet made specific plans about 
what areas will be proposed 
to be annexed, but Campbell 
mentioned in last month’s 
meeting that a 1.5 mile 
extension of the city’s current 
limits would be a reasonable 
idea to start with. 

Prior to the annexation 
discussion, Clinton Police 
Chief Snapper Seaton gave 
a report that included a 
potential “5th Officer” grant 
that would pay 75 percent of 
a fifth police officer’s salary 
for the first three years of 
their employment. Seaton 
asked the council to approve 
a motion supporting his 
pursuing of the grant so that 
he could move forward on 
the grant process with the 
confidence that the council 
supported the hiring of a fifth 
officer.

Campbell stated that 
currently, with four officers, 
there are gaps in police 
coverage throughout the 
week. 

“It takes five officers to 
provide 24-7 protection 
without paying overtime,” 
Seaton said. 

The council approved a 
motion for Seaton to pursue 
the grant. 

Seaton also said that 
the Elizabethtown Police 
Department had donated 
about $3,500 worth of 
equipment to the Clinton 
Police Department. He also 
told the council about his 
Project Childs afe project, 
in which the Clinton Police 
Department is offering 
free gun locks and firearm 
safety information to those 
interested. He said he is also 
visiting Hickman County 
Elementary School this week 
to discuss firearm safety with 
the students. 

The council approved 
a resolution in support of 
the county’s Work Ready 
Program, and also approved 
an interlocal agreement with 
the Hickman County Fiscal 
Court.

without a State of Emergency 
being in effect. 

The council also approved 
a request by Pamela Knox 
to forgive mowing liens on 
two properties in Clinton that 
she plans to purchase and 
rennovate.

Social Security Matters

QUESTION: I don’t have my 
own Social Security benefit, but 
I am entitled to a spouse’s ben¬ 
efit when he files. He is worried 
that I will not have enough to 
get by if something should hap¬ 
pen to him since my spouse’s 
benefit is only half of his. Will 
the amount of money I get as his 
spouse change if he retires at an 
earlier age than 66? 

ANSWER: Actually, it does. 
As you know, you only get half 
of his Social Security benefit at 
the most, and that is only if you 
file for a spousal benefit at your 
full retirement age of 66. But 
the rules are a little different for 
a surviving spouse (widow) ben¬ 
efit. If he were to pass away be¬ 
fore you, you would be entitled 
to as much as 100% of his ben¬ 
efit at the time of his death. So 
what this means is that if he files 
early and his benefit is reduced, 
then your widow’s benefit will 
be reduced. The opposite is also 
true - if he files after age 66 and 
gets delayed retirement credits, 
your widow’s benefit will also 
include the delayed retirement 
credits. If he passes away before 
he files, your widow’s benefit 
will be based on what his benefit 
would have been if he had filed 
before he died. 

You need to keep in mind that 
in order to receive the full surviv¬ 
ing spouse benefit, you have to 
be full retirement age (66). You 
are allowed to take it as early as 
age 60, but it will be at a reduced 
amount (surviving spouse reduc¬ 
tions are calculated differently 
than other benefit reductions). 
Eurthermore, if you take a spou¬ 
sal benefit now, it will have no 
effect whatsoever on your future 
widow’s benefit. Any possible 
reduction you may receive will 
be based on what age you take 


the survivor’s benefit, not the 
original spousal benefit. 

QUESTION: My husband just 
passed away at the age of 67. 
He had not started collecting his 
Social Security yet because he 
wanted to get as much delayed 
retirement credit as possible. In 
the meantime, I have been get¬ 
ting a spousal benefit because 
he filed and suspended. Social 
Security told me that I can get a 
survivor’s benefit that is equal 
to what he would be receiving if 
he started collecting right before 
he died. Can I wait to collect so 
that it can continue earning de¬ 
layed retirement credits for an¬ 
other 3 years? 

AN S WER: Unfortunately, 
no. Social Security did give you 
correct information in that your 
widow’s benefit is the equivalent 
of what he would be receiving at 
the time of his death. Therefore, 
any possible delayed retirement 
credits (DRCs) he would have re¬ 
ceived up to that point is applied 
to his benefit and subsequently 
given to you as a widow’s ben¬ 
efit. However, DRCs cannot 
continue to be accumulated and 
applied to the widow’s benefit 
once the spouse has passed away 
regardless of how old he was at 
the time or how old you are when 
you collect the benefit. 

QUESTION: My wife just 
passed away. I hadn’t really 
thought about a widower’s ben¬ 
efit from Social Security because 
I just assumed I would be the 
first one to go. But unfortunate¬ 
ly, this is what happened. Her 
benefit was higher than mine, 
so I was told I might be able to 
get a larger Social Security pay¬ 
ment. Do I file for that or does 
the Social Security office auto¬ 
matically change my benefit to a 
widower’s benefit? 


ANSWER: It all has to do with 
your age and current circum¬ 
stances since surviving spouse 
benefits (like any other Social 
Security benefits) are reduced if 
you take them before full retire¬ 
ment age (66). 

There are two general circum¬ 
stances that will cause your ben¬ 
efit to switch automatically. The 
first is if you are already 66 or 
older and entitled to a spousal 
benefit. The second is when you 
are younger than 66, entitled to a 
spousal benefit, but not entitled 
to your own benefit. It does not 
sound like this second circum¬ 
stance applies to you, though, 
since you mentioned you have 
your own benefit. 

So, you need to file for the sur¬ 
vivor’s/widower’s benefit if you 
are currently getting a spousal 
benefit that was reduced because 
you took it earlier than full retire¬ 
ment age AND you are younger 
than age 66. Also, since taking 
the surviving spouse benefit at 
an early age will reduce the wid¬ 
ower’s benefit, if you fall under 
this category you can continue 
getting the benefit you are cur¬ 
rently receiving and file for your 
surviving spouse benefit later. 
Just remember that you cannot 
earn delayed retirement credits 
on a surviving spouse benefit.

The Clinton Police 
Department has teamed up with 
project Childsafe to distribute 
free gun locking kits and firearm 
safety kits. Project ChildSafe 
is a nationwide firearm safety 
education program developed 
by the National Shooting Sports 
Foundation and supported by 
the firearm industry. 

The Clinton Police 
Department has received 150 
safety kits through Project 
ChildSafe, which we will be 
distributing free of charge to 
local residents. 

Firearms owners who request 
a free safety kit will receive it 
“no questions asked.” We feel 
that if even one accident or 
death can be prevented through 
Project ChildSafe, the program 
will have been worth the effort. 

We encourage everyone who 


owns a firearm to store it in a 
location inaccessible to children 
or other unauthorized persons. 
Ammunition should be stored 
in a separate location. 

A key goal of the program 
is to prevent a loaded firearm 
from being left lying around the 
house where a child could pick 
it up and play with it. That’s a 
tragedy waiting to happen. 

The firearm safety brochure 
that is included with the 
gunlock is just as important as 
the lock itself. It explains the 
importance of safe handling and 
secure firearm storage in the 
home.

the topics of presentations 
that the graduates presented 
during the ceremony Sunday. 

Group presentations were 
judged by a guest panel that 
included Mattea Mitchell, 
Karl Buss, and Carlisle County 
Judge Executive Greg Terry. 
The first group, consisting 
of Courtney Cagle, Briaima 
Crider, Jalisha Hunter and 
Jasmyn Rushing, suggested 
more job availability by 
allowing students to utilize 
the Hickman County Senior 
Citizen’s Building for 
weekend themed movie 
nights. The group discussed 
how turning the community 
computer lab inside the senior 
center into a movie theater 
and using the cafeteria for 
snacks, would give kids and 
family members something to 
do on the weekends. The idea 
was to have the students sell 
tickets for admission and vote 
on movies to show. 

The second group 
presentation on youth issues 
was presented by Lauren 
Jenkins and Jace York. Aliya 
Richards was also a member 
of this group and had done 
her share of work towards 
the presentation, though she 
was not able to be at the 
ceremony. This group came 
up with the idea of hosting 
a spring and winter Youth 
Olympics. They proposed 
that children and teens could 
enter into competitions to be 
held at the school’s track.

Their topic was Hydroponics 
and how bringing hydroponic 
greenhouses into Hickman 
County would benefit the 
community tremendously. 
Hydroponic means to 
grow plants in a controlled 
environment where nutrient 
solutions are used rather than 
soil. The Hickman County 
High School has a hydroponic 
greenhouse that students 
care for in the agricultural 
department. This inspired the 
group to research the subject 
and to show the community 
how converting to this method 
could save farmers today a lot 
of money and time. 

After delivering detailed 
orientations on each topic, 
judges were dismissed to 
decide a winner based on 
each group’s presentation, 
audibility, and research, which 
was given as a report prior to 
the graduation date. During 
the judge’s intermission, Ivan 
Potter spoke briefly about 
a few leadership challenges 
that the 21st century youth 
are facing in today’s world. 
Deena Pittman and Beverly 
Hopkins followed Potter with 
the recognition of graduates 
and then Clinton Mayor 
Phyllis Campbell spoke to the 
students about what a great 
job they had done and how 
thankful she was to be part 
of such a wonderful program. 
She congratulated all of them 
stating how proud she was 


that they were the future of 
her community. 

Judges returned after a short 
period of time and announced 
that group three’s presentation 
on Hydroponics was the best 
overall presentation. The 
ceremony ended around 3:15 
p.m. and was followed by a 
light meal catered by Jewell’s 
Catering.
